Books of the Week. 


SAINT CIARAN. 

This edition of the four Lives of Ciaran, 
by Professor R. A. Stewart Macalister, is 
the latest volume of the valuable series of 
“Translations of Christian Literature,”’ 
published by the S.P.C.K. Ciaran, whose 
name is pronounced as a dissylable, with 
the stress on. the second syllable, was 
born A.D. 515. Few trustworthy details 
are known of his life. He appears to 
have been of the surviving pre-Celtic Irish 
stock, which, having been cOnquered by 
the Celtic-speaking invaders of the third 
century B.C., was reduced to a position 
of vassalage. His schooling was at 
Clonard, in the County of Meath, a very 
important centre of learning in Ireland in 
those times. Afterwards Ciaran wandered 
from monastery to monastery for a number 
of years, visiting Inismacsaint in Loch 
Erne, Aran, and Inis Aingin, now Hare 
Island, in Loch Ree. 

In 548 Clonmacnoise, on the Shannon, 
was founded by Ciaran, and it is this 
celebrated establishment which has given 
him his place and distinction in Insh 
hagiography. According to the lives of 
the saints printed in this volume Ciaran 
lived no more than a few months after he 
and his companions settled at Clonmac- 
noise. Nevertheless, so great was its fame 
that his name stands very high in honour 
among the saints of Ireland. 

Of the four lives now printed, one is in 
Irish, ‘and has been taken from the 
fifteenth century MS. called the Book of 
Lismore. The other three are in Latin. 
Professor Macalister has printed all four 
in an English translation and the text of 
the second Latin Life in the original. --e 
has arranged the incidents of .the life of 
Ciaran in convenient sections, and to these 
are appended valuable annotations. ‘ It is, 
indeed, this body of annotations, occupy- 
ing more than half the volume, which 
ives this book its real value as well as 
interest. The recorded life itself of 
Ciaran is not calculated to excite much 
interest among modern readers except 
from an antiquarian and folk-lorist point 
of view. The incidents recorded are 
almost all of a thaumaturgic charactes. 

Of course, in judging the value of ancient 


biography it must be borne in mind that 


lives of the saints written in ancient times 
were generally compiled long after the 
demise of their subjects, and that they 
were based on oral tradition and were 
usually designed for a homiletic use. It is 
also to be observed that the incidents re- 
corded are frequently of a conventional 
character, and. might be described as 
stock incidents which are repeated in the 
lives of other saints. Especially must 
one bear in mind when studying those and 
similar documents how different was the 
oint of view- in regard to the distinction 
etween natural and supernatural in 
ancient and modern times. 

In former days supernatural power was 
crudely supposed to manifest itself 
mainly, if not solely, in the abnormal or 
supernormal, in the anti-natural and 
miraculous. We can no longer accept this 
position.” The philosophical and religious 
attitude ‘has undergone within the last 
fifty years a profound change. To put it 
briefly, the supernatural is now songht in 
the natural. This changed attitude docs 
not, as is sometimes ignorantly supposed, 
imply. any disbelief in. the manifesta- 
tion of supernatural Divine power in 
human life and ‘in nature. On the con- 
trary, it recognises God as always and 
everywhere present—in the order and 
beauty and wonderfulmess of the natural 
world and in man’s own spiritual and 
ethical impnises, especially when these are 
seen in men of prophetic and saintly 
quality. 

By reason of this change of attitude 
medern readers will have difficulty in 
believing tales of the raising of the steed 
of Oengus from death, the turning of 
water into honey, the restoration of their 
heads to three monks who were decapi- 
tated by robbers, and many other mitheles 
attributed to Ciaran. Yet they will readily 
believe in his possession of a superior 
spiritual power and influence which left 
an abiding impression on his contem- 
poraries, and, by tradition, on subsequent 
generations. Ciaran thus divinely en- 
dowed, and not Ciaran, the wonder-worker, 
is the true saint and supernaturally gifted 
man. 

It is pleasing to learn from the introduc- 
tion that Professor Macalister has in 
hands a history of Clonmacnoise. A 
thoroughly scientific history of that great 
centre of learning and religious life has 
been long overdue, and probably no other 
man is so well epatoned by study of the 
extensive remains in situ to write such a 
history.

TWO EASTERN POETS. 

The difference between the seventeen. 
syllable Hokku of Japanese poetry and 
the coogsXi'mgsng ny of India seems too 
immense to be bridged —the one clear, 
recise, @ picture fixed in a few strokes 
or all time; the other as mysterious in 
its outlines as vague in its phil y. 
Yet, in spite of the racial Ó cows I 
who reads Yone Noguchi and Tagore will 
find many points of contact. Each loves 
the moods of nature and each has the 
wick imagination that can fix a picture 
or ever in a few simple words—an art 
that, save for a few examples in Cole- 


. Tidge, seems to have died in Europe since 


the Greek anthology was written. A love 
of childhood is apparent in both, and in 
each dwells the mystery of the beyond. 
With poets of such a world-wide reputa- 
tion it is unnecessary to say that in each 
there is the perfect finish of art and a 
mastery of language that is remarkable 
in those writing in a foreign tongue. 

Yet the art is different, the outlook on 
the world is subtly varied, and the Indian 
is nearer to Western art, revealing the 
common source of stock. e art is less 
self-conscious, the creator has merged him- 
self in the thing created. Noguchi appears 
to stand and look wt his picture. Take 


the poem of O Hara San. The maiden for

whom the boy broke the branch of cherry- 
blossem— ! 
‘Speak 0 way 20, 
Yeah ing! fehied” the” silver vein Fo“ 
And hid from me ín the shadow of a pine-tree.” 
The piece is, like many others of the same 
type, perfect with the finish of Japanese 
ting. Yet put beside it one of 
; sáith ferry-boat plying between 
the two villages facing each o across 
the narrow stream. “The water is 
neither wide nor deep, a mere break in 
the path, like a break in the words of a 
song- across which the tune gleefully 
streams. The ferry-boat plies between, 
age after age, from seed-time to harvest.”’ 
Tagore gropes for the meaning of things; 
he is ee the spirit behind the veil. 
It seems to be this spirit of seeking that 
gives the title to this collection of little 
allegories, little pictures, bits of drama. 
“The Fugitive '’ wanders now as “a lover, 
now as the beloved, now as a seer, and 
always as a poet, “ following the stars to 
where day breaks behind the hills.’’ Ever 
before him another is flying, whose foot- 
steps only can be traced. - . 
Noguchi in those of his poems which 
are not purely Japanese has been much 
influenced by Walt Whitman's outlook on 
nature, on life, and on religion. This was 
almost inevitable in the case of 
Japanese who has spent much of his life 
in the United States. His rhythm (for 
rhyme has no part in his art) is learned 
in the same school; his language is re- 
markably rich and descriptive. Tagore 
borrows from no one. None reading his 
work can tell from what storehouses he 
has drawn. He recalls, as we have said, 
the Greek anthologists. There are 
passages when we think of Wordsworth: 
“In the days when the autumn light 
shimmers on the mellowing ears of rice, I 
seem to remember a past when my mind 
was everywhere, and even to hear voices 
as of playfellows echoing from the remote 
and deeply-veiled past.” There is, too, a 
passionate love of wild nature that echoes 
of Shelley; yet he is unique. In depth 
of thought he sounds where the Japanese 
has never reached; he has scaled the 
heights and plumbed the depths where 
everything that is best in the thought and 
the religions of the world has its dwelling- 
place.

THE CHRONICLE OF EMBROIDERY. 
Needlework in the most primitive times 
was, used for joining and for strength; 
but we know that the human instinct for 
expression in handiwork soon must have

‘overflowed these uses into the field of art 


—hence embroidery. Of the embroidery 
of antiquity little has been preserved. 
Probably the earliest example is a portion 
of a woman’s robe found in a grave of 
the fourth century B.C. during excava 
tions in the Crimea about fifty years ago. 
The robe was of purple woollen material, 
with woollen embroidery in several 
colours ; one fragment shows an Amazon 
on horseback and a second figure, and 
others have honeysuckle ornaments and 
scrolls. A fragment of another robe of 
the third century B.C. of dark dis- 
coloured wool, with an ivy-stem in gold 
thread embroidery. Homer writes of 

patterned garments’’; but it is con- 
jectured that these were more akin to- 
tapestry, where the paitern was worked 
by hand into the substance of the fabric 
as it was woven. 

In the days of Imperial Rome em- 
broidery reached a stage differing little 
from modern work, except, of course, that 
silk was-.reserved for the wealthiest, and 
even then.its use was allowed under pro- 
test as inclining to an Oriental luxury 
unbefitting a Koman. In the western 
world we have no silk needlework older 
than the sixth or seventh centdry ; but it 
seems probable that it was the introduc- 
tion of silk as against wool that gave the 
impetus to the development of free em- 
broidery instead of the tapestry method. 
A wonderful example of silk embroidery 
in its early stages is a coronation robe 
which was worn by successive Emperors of 
the Holy Roman Empire for more than 
six centuriés. This is in gold thread, red 
and blue silks, pearls, and plaques of 
enamel. ' ree 

The important part that embroidery 
played in the lives of ladies of rank in 
medimwval times can be understood when 
we study their work and estimate it at 
years of labour. In the Elizabethan age 
embroidery was used in dress and head- 
gear to attain great magnificence. A 
curious form of embroidery, supposed to 
have been brought to England by 
Catharine of Aragon, was also popular 
in this period. This was done entirely in 
black silk, or in black silk relieved by 
gold thread. A plate is given to illus- 
trate this—a pillow-cover, of all things, 
embroidered thickly with snails, grubs, 
butterflies, and little serpents. 

Mr, A. F. Kendrick has written a lucid 
historical sketch of the art of embroidery, 
grouping under every country a study of 
its expression in needlework. What a 
common language it makes! The wonder- 
ful complexity of the Far East, the 
domestic work of the Scafidinavian group, 
the florid heraldry of Switzerland and 
Germany, the geometrical and hooked 
motives of Persia, the simple floral de- 
vices of old: English, and the subdued 
palmettes, flowers, and scrolls of Algerian 
workers speak to us of the craving for 
beauty common to all lands. 

It may be said that embroidery is an 
art too purposésess and trivial for this 
age of machinery, economic stress. and

restless movement. To this, Mr. Kendrick . 


says, there is but one answer. We want 
the training and we want the finished 
work. It was left to our age to produce 
“The Song of the Shirt,’ but that 
“ stitch ” we can undo for ever, and turn 
to these wonderful plates for inspiration 
to work that shall, in its turn, delight 
future generations.

QUEEN ELIZABETH’S CHARACTER. 

Mr. Chamberlain has written an in- 
genious piece of work in which he sub- 
ects the private character of Queen 
‘lizabeth to a searching scrutiny. He 
examines contemporary evidence and the 
conclusions of historians with prociseness. 
For the latter he has the most sovereign 
contempt. Indeed, this contempt preju- 
dices us in our reading of what is un- 
doubtedly an able examination of the evi- 
dence they have presented ‘an? the ‘in- 
‘ferences they have drawn from it. He de- 
serves mnch credit for the care with which 
he has consulted such competent medical 
opinion as that of Sir William Osler. Sir 
Arthur Keith, and Sir Clifford Allbutt. 
For the details of this medical testimony 
we refer our readers to the pages of the 
author. Sir Arthur Keith thinks that 
there is no evidence that the Queen in- 
herited the virus of syphilis or that she 
manifested ek ie symptoms. Her chief 
complaint is best explained by the theory 
that she suffered from anemia during her 
early life, and then followed a period of 
stomach-liver derangements. Later, there 
was a period with a septic condition of 
her mouth—particularly of her teeth. She 
was apparently a martyr to pyorrhea. 
She seems to have died from a septic con- 
dition arising from the condition of her 
mouth. 

Here is Mr. Chamberlin'’s verdict: 
“ Since substantially all the books dealing 
at length with Elizabeth, which have heen 
written since her death did not print the 
defences of the Queen and did print every- 
thing that could incriminate her, how 
could the world fail to conclude that she 
was guilty? The great Queen has some- 
thing now to say to you, across the 
centuries. Let her close this book: ‘J 
am young, and he (i,¢., Dudley) is young, 
and, therefore; we have been slandered. 
God knows, they do us grievous wrong, 
and the time will come when the world 
will know it also. My life is in the open, 
and I have so many witnesses that I can- 
net understand. how so bad a judgment 
can have been formed of me. But what 
can we do} We cannot cover everyone's 
mouth, but must content ourselves with 
doing our duty and trust in God, for the

The insight into human motive 
is adequate, and the writer knows how to 
develop the action with the necessary swiftness. 
But the author's limitationg also are obvious. 
The tragic note is excessive, as it is in most

[rish authors. Broken hopes and grief and 
shame, hetred and revenge and fear are not 
the only or chief content of human hearta. 
Are our Irish writers insensible to the kindli- 
ness and joy in labour and humours of village 
life and the countryside? Why is their eky so 
sombre? Even in these times of tension and 
suspense of strife there i much in Irish life 
to make one think well of human nature, and 
a visit to any market or fair will provide 
laughter for days. The trouble really is that 
our writers have become. narrowed in their 
sympathies with things human, and have lost 
the gift of humour and of laughter. That they 
are sincere and earnest and skilled to write 
is much, but it is wt enough. They must be 
able to love and laugh with ‘all things human.

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Dodd and Mr. Justice Samuels, 

Mr. Geoghegan (instructed by Messrs. W- 
Smyth and Son) applied for leave to issue 
execution in the suit of Bradshaw TY. MeMul- 
lan, for £926 3s. 6d., the amount of taxed 
costs in an action which went to the House of 
Lords. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., with whom was Mr. Heary 
(instructed by Mr. 8. G. Rutherford), moved 


for an order that the bill of costa be reviewed, | 


on the ground that the taxing master im the 
House of Lords was wrong in issuing the certifi- 
cate for the amount named. He traced the 
history of the case. The action, he said, war 
originally brought by Mr. T. Picton Bradshaw 
against Mr. Louis McMullan, for £140, rent of 
premises in Bachelor's Walk, Dublin. The de- 
fendant tendered £112 odd, and produced to tho 
landlord a receipt for rates paid, £27 odd, and 
claimed the® he was entitled to deduct the 
rates from tue total amount of the rent. The 
Court of King’s Bench decided that the de- 
fendant was entitled to deduct the £27, and the 
Court of Appeal confirmed that decision. 

From thet Court Mr. Bradshaw appealed to 
the House of Lords, where it was decided that 
the defendant was not entitled to deduct the 
whole £27, and they gave judgment for £7 2s. 
ld., being the amount of the poor rate which 
the defendant had included in the £27 which 
he claimed. Counsel argued that the defendant 
was not liable for the costs above-named. — 

The Court refused the defendant's applica 
tion to have the coste reviewed, and granted 
the plaintiff's motion, but stayed execution for 
ten days, within which the defendant is to 
lodge £926 3a. 8d. ,

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DECREE AGAINST CO. COUNCIL. 


In the Court of Appeal, before Lords Justices 
Ronan and O'Connor, the case of Leyburn 
against the Armagh County Council was decided. 
It involved the question whether County Coun- 
cils are liable for burglary or larceny where 
there is any damage whatever done to the house 
or the articles in the house. In this case it 
appeared that the applicant's house, which is 
situated in the district of Killylea, was raided 
be a number of armed men, estimated about 
forty, and that a number of articles, including 
firearms. were stolen. The raiders entered the 
house by an open door, and it was admitted that 
nq damage was done to the structure of the 
house or to any article therein, except that in 
the course of the search by the invaders @ bos 
which contained two hats, valued at £1, was 
trampled om thus destroying the hats. The 
raiders carried off firearms and equipment be- 
longing to the applicant and his brother, who 
were bona Constables and es-soidiers. The 
County Court judge awarded £19 compensation, 
including £1 for the hats. Mr. Justice Moore at 
the Armagh Aseises heard an appeal, and he 
affirmed the decree, but stated a case for the 
Court of Appeal. 

The Court now affirmed the decree, with costs.

Ulster’s Choice. 

Parliament was prorogued yesterday in 
a storm of excited rumour about the Irish 
negotiations; and, indeed, it is certain 
that a very critical moment has been 
reached. North-East Ulster has been 
brought face to face with the Southern 
demand for national unity. The Northern 
Cabinet has deelared that there can be 
“no sutrender of Ulster’s rights.” To-day 
it will learn from the Prime Minister how 
far, if at all, a surrender is required. 
There is much talk of political upheavals 
in Great Britain and of the reappearance 
of doughty champions who had left the 
battle-field. Such sinister words as 
‘‘ betrayal” and “resignations”’ fill the 
air. We realise the full gravity of the 
crisis, but we deprecate an excitement 
which confuses counsel and is based, as 
we think, on ignorance or misunderstand- 
ing of the facts. It is not unnatural that 
the public mind should be suffering from 
the long strain of secret negotiations on 
matters vital to the whole State and to 
every party in the State; yet now is the 
moment of all moments when leaders must 
be trusted. In his Speech yesterday the 
King serene for “ patience and modera- 
tion,” for “ forbearance and good-will ”’ ; 
and we hope that the appeal will be 
honoured everywhere in both countries. 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, too, urges the 
members of his party to ignore rumour 
and to reserve judgment. He assures them 
of his belief that “ peace on safe and 
honourable conditions is not impossible.” 
In respect of patience and confidence 
Nationalist Ireland is setting a good 
example. It knows that many things 
Downing street, but 
refuses to embarrass its delegates with. 
premature curiosity. 

North-East Ulster cannot be “ betrayed. 
That is the essential fact of the situation, 
and, in the light of it, much of the current 
talk is ridiculous. It is said that Mr. 
Bonar Law will resume his armour if the 
Government's pledges to the North are 
broken ; but they will not, and cannot, be 
broken. Whatever the North may decide 
to do it will do of its own free will, with 
its eyes open to the consequences. What 
it has under the Government of Ireland 
Act it holds—a. Parliament with exclusive 
authority over six Irish counties. Last 
week the Prime Minister to 
transfer all its due powers and privileges 
to the Northern Parliament, and the 
transfer is being made now by Order in 
Council. Yesterday Mr. Lloyd George de- 
fended adding that, in any 
case, there was no proposal to diminish 
the Northern Parliament's rights under 
any new rémme. The word “coercion ” 
has been ¢liminated from the British 
lexicon so far as North- 
East Ulster is concerned. To-day Sir 
James Craig and his colleagues will be 
invited to make a bargain with Great 
Britain and with Nationalist Ireland in 
the interests of Irish unity and of Im- 
perial peace. They will be told that Sinn 
Fern has offered to make important con- 


promised 


this cou rse, 


} cessions, and will be asked to make certain 


concessions in return. 
to accept or refuse. Obviously, this is 
not a case for a swift “ Yes” or “ No.” 
Sir James Craig, like all other good Irish- 
men, desires peace with honour. -He will 
give a careful hearing to the Government’s 
plans. He may suggest modifications 
which could be made the basis of further 
discussions at the Conference. Whatever 
the outcome may be, we are sure that he 
will .be conscious of the almost appalling 
magnitude of the issues at stake. 

We hope and pray that Nerth-East 
Ulster. will chodése aright, but the choice 
must be her own.” Evety fair-minded critic 
will recognise her difficulties. By accept- 
ing a higher Parliament for the whole of 
Ireland she will commit herself to an act 
of faith which is discouraged by all her 
traditions, beliefs, and prejudices, and by 
a large body of her experience. She will 
abandon the supremacy of her new State 
before she has entered into full possession 
of it. She will exchange the solidity of 
her enclave for a larger, but as vet 
defined and even unpredictable, 
in the national life of Ireland.. Can any- 
body wonder that she fears to launch 
away? On the other hand. if North-East 
Ulster decides to disappoini the hopes of 
Nationalist Ireland, what wii! the future 
hold fot her? Old hatieds will be em- 
bittered. The curse of political agitation 
will continue to retard the country’s peace 
and progress. National energy will be 
diverted from tasks of hational welfare. 
Trade and commerce, in Ulster 
throughout Ireland, will decline. Tq most 
Irishmen it seems that the risks of re- 
jecting the Government’s offer are more 
certain and far-reaching than those 
acceptance. It is the almost universal 
desire that the Nerthern State may 
able to come to terms with the majority 
of the Irish people; but the choice, we 
repeat, must ba its own. “Once to every 
man and nation,’ says the poet, 
the moment of <heir fate.” It has come 
to North-East Ulster now, and it is 
pregnant with destiny not only for her- 
self, but for Ireland and for the Empire.

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Remembrance. 


Once more the revolving year has 
turned full circle. To-day is the third 
anniversary of tho signing of the Armis- 
tice on the Wéstern Front. The years 
that have passed since that day of destiny 
have been laden heavily with bitter dis- 
appointment. Idols have been shattered, 
visions have fled before the garish light 
of realities, and the iron of despair has 
been driven into many hearts. The world 
of tq-day has few illusions. It is engaged 
in a desperzte struggle for existence 
against forees which are far stronger 
than the armies that seemed to be so 
great three years ago; and millions of 
able-bodied men and women are being 
forced to watch their children dying of 
starvation while they themselves are 
hungry and without a home. Yet to-day, 
for a brief space, we must forget the 
tragedies that are being unfolded hourly 
before our eyes; for this is the day of 
our dead. For four long years Britain’s 
youth hurled itself with a laugh against 
destruction to save its country’s honour 
from a slur. Nearly a million of our 
finest lads were devoured in war's fiery 
furnace, and Irishmen were among the 
best of them. They are resting now in 
soil which has been made richer by their 
fresh, young blood ; and we, who are still 
striving to consummate their sacrifice, 
,will be mindful of them to-day. As the 
war recedes into the past it loses much 
of its glamour; but even corroding time 
cannot tarnish the glory of the men “who 
died. 


Postal Rates. 


Mr. Kellaway made the welcome an- 
nouncement last night that he hoped to 
be able to reduce the postal charges at 
the beginning of next year. When he 


be + 


[there had been a loss of about seven 
million pounds on his department's work- 
ing during the previous twelve months. He 
decided that his first duty .was to make 
it self-supporting, and, unfortunately, he 
employed the methods. that are usual with 
State departments. Instead of making a 
serious effort to effect economies in ad- 
ministration he resolved that the over- 
burdened public must supply the money. 
Accordingly, the postal rates were ad- 
vanced. The changes have increased the de- 
partment’s revenue, but have had a most 
harmful effect in other directions. Before 
the Post Office’s efficiency can be restored its 
working expenses must be reduced. Wages 
account for about £45,000,000 out of a 
total expenditure of £70,000,000, amd in 
this connection a considerable saving may 
Le effected by the revision of the war 
bonuses next March. Sir Eric Geddes’s 
Committee, it is reported, has dealt 
drastically with the accounts of the War 
Office and the Admiralty.

Science and Life. 


The part played by science in the evolu- 
tion of modern culture was discussed in 4 
thoughtful paper yesterday by the new 
President of the University Philosophical 
Society. Mr. Hemmingway defended 
science against the charge of inhumanity 
which is levelled against it so often by 
narrow-minded critics, and laid welcome 
stress upon its contribution towards the 
advancement of the arts of peace. Some 
‘people think of only as an 
ultimate source of poison gas, forty-two 
centimetre shells, and bomb-dropping 
aeroplanes. Nothing could be more un- 
just. If “science’’ has given us these 
evil things, it has given us also Pasteur 
and Ehrlich, radium, and “X ” rays. “if 
it has taught us to destroy, it has taught 
us heal; and the blame for man's 
abuse of the powers, with which it has 
endowed him cannot be laid in justice at 
its door. The Provost's remarks 
profoundly trne. Science is 
to the laboratory. It is not the antagonist 
of religion, of morals, and of human 
pity, and it is not an iconoclast. There 
is only one truth; and a thing cannot 
be true in a laboratory if it is not also 
true in a pulpit. Real science is the help- 
mate of religion in the fulfilment of 
human destinies. 1s fact becomes 
evident when science is seen in its proper 
Eisean on the boundless panorama of

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The Drug Habit. 


Some remarkable facts about the growth 
of the drug habit have been revea!ed by 
the investigations of Professor W. E. 
Dixon, of the Pharmacological Labora- 
tories, Cambridge University, It appears 
that in the United Kingdom compara- 
tively few persons are addicted to the use 
of drugs, but that in the United States 
the position has become serious. <A 
Government official estimated that last 
year ninety per cent. of the supplies of 
opium and cocaine that entered America 
were used for other than legitimate 
medical purposes ; and the Medical Officer 
of Health for New York believes that the 
amount of opium consumed in the city was 
equal to forty grains per head of the 
population. In France, where the use of 
drugs is mbre general than in 
British Isles, the quantity of opium con- 
sumed during the same period was only 
three grains per head of the population. 
Professor Dixon attributes the rapid 
growth of the drug evil in the United 
States to the ban on alcoholic drinks ; 
but he doubts whether the abolition of 
prohibition would eradicate it. Appa- 
rently he agrees with De Quincy, who 
said that no man who had tasted the 

“divine luxuries “ of opium would after- 
wards descend to “ the gross and mortal 
enjoyments of ‘alcohol,’

CIVILISATION AND CULTURE. 


———— 


“ Events of recent years have shown us un- 
mistakably that a scientific nation Is bound to 
outdistance her less scientific neighbours in 
commerce and in war,” seid Mr. D. L. Hem- 
mingway, B.A., President of the University 
Philosophical Society, last night, in his in 
augural address on “' Science and Civilisation, 
at the opening meeting of the society. 

The meeting was heid in the dining hall of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and was presided over 
by the Provost, the Most Rev. Dr. Bernard. 

In these days when sclence and the results 
of science were so very much in evidence, an 
uncomrortable idea had arisen in the minds of 
many, said the president, that there existed 
between the advance of science and the pro 
gress of the race a sort of inverse rutio. Aguin, 
it was argued that science had taken all the 
poetry and romance from life, leaving them 
the husk of things. 

Science had been defined by many different 

authorities in as many different ways, but evef- 
tually it came to mean the investigation and 
application of the laws of the universe. As 
long as the human race existed, the fascination 
of the unknown would continue. To explore the 
mysteries oí nature, then, was the function of 
science—surely at least a romantic adventure ' 

Although, for as far back as history related, 
humanity seemed to have been endowed with a 
spirit of enquiry, and, from earliest days, en- 
thrailed by the lure of the unknown, yet 
science, as they now understood the term, was 
of comparatively recent origin. Ancient thought 
was mainly philosophic, modern thought was 
essentially scientific. 

. * * ‘ * * * * 

In their educational systems, science was 
garded as a side-life, a thing of little account 
in comparison with classics and literature. Like- 
wise in history, they had consistently over- 
looked or ignored the value of science. In their 
literature science was treated with a sort of 
humorous contempt, born of ignorance and 
resulting in lack o sympathy with the scientific 
aspect of things. 

Admittedly the recent war had aroused them 
a little. It had shown the cost of omitting to 
take science into account in the national de- 
fence measures. 

Whatever they thought about world peace 
and the League of Nations, it remained certain 
that the true strength of a nation was the 
direct outcome of a continuous struggle, either 
by force of arms or by industry, against the 
other countries. They might dislike the idea of 
competition, but they fos: not get rid of it. 

But efficiency in war and commerce was an 
obviously insufficient argument in favour of 
science. Indeed, there waa no feature of the 
present age more shamefully pathetic than the 
lack of vision which led them to imagine that 
science was only a means of making war or 
money They had yet to realise that the 
highest ideal of a nation was not the building 
of factories and battleships, but of -character. 
How far could science help them to attain such 
wealth: 


re- 
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Modern science began with Harvey and Gali- 
leo. He might put the same thing in another 
way by saying that modern science is twin- 
sister to the scepticism which appeared about 
the beginning of the l7th century, when Robert 
Boyle, a man of intensely religions conviction 
produced his celebrated work, “The Sceptical 
Chemist.”’ 

He would not, the President went on, attempt 
to enter at length into the much discussed ques- 
tion of science and religion. But with regard to 
the widespread notion that science had stricken 
to the very roots of their religion, one felt bound 
to maintain that nothing could be further from 
the truth. Science had merely shaken dead 
leaves from the tree and pruned away the use- 
less branches. 

That Infinite, Eternal Mind which controlled 
the universe of law and order was ever ready 
to reveal Himself, but in exact proportion to the 
receptivity of their intellect. Science would 
never, and could never, uproot or destroy re- 
ligion. It was much more likely that they 
should in time discover a complete and perfect 
harmony between the two. 

History demonstrates unmistakably 
science had been a most potent 
broadening men’s mental outlook, 
a spirit of toleration, 
standard of morals.

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The controversy respecting the propriety of 
vivisection afforded an example of the hindrances 
that beset the course of science. A prejudice 
admittedly more justifiable than the anti-vivi- 
section notion, but equally mistaken, was that 
which made post-mortem examinations the ex- 
ception, rather than the rule, in medical prac- 
tice * Where we err,’ the President goil gus 
in conclusion, “is that so much of our effort 
is unorganised and misdirected, like the wasted 
energy of squirrels in revolving cages, and that 
in our short-sightedness we regard the policy of 
getting rich quickly as the first aim in life. To 
what more worthy ideal may we aspire than to 
the dawn of that day when we shall realise that 
the glory of life is mot so much in grasping as 
in striving?”’

Proposing a vote of thanks to the President 
for his address, Dr. P. C. Cowan, M.Inst.C.F. 
said that there was no doubt that the pro resa 
of science in the last. hundred years had Teen 
wonderful. Science had made it possible for 
civilised nations to give to the workingman 
some leisure, had made possible, perhaps, in 
the future, the happy condition of affairs when 
the workingay n would have the wages they 
were entitled to, to make them more content. 
and having not merely the necessities of life, 
but opportunities to know and delight in the 
world around them and the universe 

The Earl of Wicklow, in seconding, said that 
if they were to sit down and say that because 
they might discover something which they could 
not .understand, or something which might 
frighten them, or even shake their faith, that 
they were not ‘going to attempt to find out any- 
thing, but were content pres. to exist. When 
their day of reckoning came, he thought they 
would find themselves in the shoes of the man 
who wrapped up his talent in a napkin.

Professor F. E. Hackett, Ph.D., moved a re- 
solution declaring the Phiiosophical Society 
worthy of the support of the students of the 
Universit He said that the wealth of a 
country aided on the right use of its natura! 
resources, and those resources were really no 
other than forms of energy. Seientific work 
should have the support of statesmen and 
people. Statesmen should have a leaven of 
science to enable them to direct the State in 
scientific developments. The work of. scientists 
in the Roval Dublin Society and the Royal 
Irish Academy were eagerly sought the world 
over 

Dr. R. J. Rowlette, F.R.C.P.I.. seconded the 
motion. - The only object of science, he said. 
was the discovery of truth. Among the gifts of 
science to civilisation, he mentioned the gifts of 
medical science in reheving human misery.

'The Provost . & that it was significant that 
three out of four speakers called attention to 
the need of closer definition. . The ambiguity of 
the term ‘“ science’ was quite obvious. It 
ought to mean ali knowledge, but the habit had 
grown up of using the term in a very much 
narrower sense; namely, as if science included 
only those departments of knowledge which 
were studied in chemical and physical! labora- 
tories. 

The arrogant attitude of man forty years ago 
was due to that confusion. If they were not 
able by dissection to find a man's soul, they con- 
cluded that he had none. (Laughter.) 

They were beginning to discover now that 
they could not limit the boundaries of truth. 
All truth was one. e was sure that there was 
nething more important for a University to pro- 
claim than that. To put it into plainer words— 
a thing could not be true in the chemical 
laboratory if it was not true in the Divinity 
Schoo! theatre. They could not have a thine 
true here and false there. That meant that all 
truth was one. or, if they were to use modern 
phraseology, the Provost said, amid applause, 
“ All avenues of approach must be explored.” 

It was also useful to notice the ambiguity of 
the word science with regard to the relation be 
tween the progress of knowledge and the pro- 
gress of civilisation. A man might he very 
highly civilised who was a poor man. and had 
none of the adjuncts of modern civilisation in 
his home, but yet had his own mind for a 
kingdom ; while the scientific man in the modern 
sense, that was a scientist, might be an un- 
civilised boor. 

The importance of University education, as 
they knew it there, was to widen a man’s 
horizon, and to enable him to see things in 
their true proportions, and to learn of the. beet 
in such a way that he might be able, in some 
degree, to measure the possibilities of the 
future.

r. Lloyd George said that the reseons for 
adopting this course were explained by him in 
Sec- 
tion 69 of the Act expressly provided for the 
machinery of Orders-inCouncil to accomplish 
the purposes referred to in the.section. The 
Order was drafted at the end of last week and 
debated at the Council on Wednesday. 

Mr. Devlin asked whether the Prime Minister 
would consider the désirability, in view of the 
present stage of the negotiations, of withholding 
this Order unti! the House of Commons was 
really in a sition to form a judgment. upon 
the result of the negotiations. 

Mr. Lloyd George—-The negotiations cannot 
make any difference in so far as the Order is 
concerned. There is no propositien that the 
powers of the Northern Parliament should be 
taken away. (Cheers.) Before these powers 
cen function it is essential that there should 
be an Order of this kind. It is very unfair to 
the Northern Parliament that its Executive 
should be paralysed for lack of powers of this 
kind, and when the case was presented by 
Captain Craig the other day the general sense 
of the House was that in equity and fairness 
they shouid be conferred upon it immediately. 


CASE OF MR. SWEETMAN. 


Anewering Mr. Stewart, Sir Hamar Greenwood 
said that the case of Mr. Michael Sweetman, a 
Protestant farmer residing near Skibbereen, who 
was murdered in February last, was a most 
deplorable one. He understood that there was 
some doubt as to whether Mrs. Sweetman and 
her eon were, in fact, ordered out of the country 
by Sinn Fein. All the stock was driven off 
the form by the Sinn Fein forces, and 
ten days after the truce began a quantity 
of furniture was stolen: from the house. 
was being made, and 
as soon as the facts were available, the Govern- 
ment would meke it their business to see that 
Mrs. Sweetman received such reparation as was 
possible for what she had suffered.

Regarding the question of the payment oí 
the interest upon the British debt to the 
United States, Reuter’s Agency learns from a 
well-informed source that the British Govern- 
ment is making all preparations to commence 
the interest payments next April under a ten- 
tative understanding already reached with the 
United States. 

It is pointed out, however, that the method 
of payment may be entirely varied by legisla- 
tion which is being passed in the United 
States for the creation of a financial commit- 
tee to investigate the whole question of the 
Allied debts. Pending any decision of this 
body, the British Govermment is acting upon 
the assumption that the interest payments will 
begin next April. 

Mr. M‘Kenna arrived ‘at Southampton last 
night from America. He said that the general 
opinion in America was against cancellation of 
the war debts of the Allies. It was very doubt- 
ful whether the United States Goverpment, 
however willing individual members might be 
to cancel debts, would have power tó do so in 
the teeth of public opinion. 

The cancellation of the debts of the United 
Kingdom had never been under discussion, nor 
had any proposal been made to that effect so 
far as he was aware.

RUMOURS IN GERMANY. - 
BERLIN, Thureday. 

The wildest rumours are flying here regard- 
ing the intentions of the Reparations Commis- 
sion. On the one hand, it is rumoured that it 
will demand the immediate derosit of security 
for the January payment, but on the other 
that it will agree to the postponement of all 
payments by Germany for a period of years. 
All these rumours, however, are entirely un- 


founded. The Reparations Commission has 
come here to ascertain real facts, and to de-

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S REGRET. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Lloyd George, in his message of regret 
for his inability to attend the Washington Con- 
ference, said that the discussion in which the 
President had invited the assembled delegates 
to take part was of profound importance to the 
whole world, and nothing but the intensely 
delicate state of the Irish negotiations and 
character of other important home affairs would 
have kept him away. 

After discharging certain imperative duties, 
he hoped to attend the Conference at the de- 
ciding stage of its momentous work. 

BRUSSELS, Thursday. 

King Albert has addressed the following tele- 
gram to the President of the United States :— 
““ At the moment of the opening of the Confer- 
ence due to your initiative, I desire to express 
the most sincere good wishes for the complete 
success of the labours which are to be pursued 
under your high direction. The problems to be 
settled are of capital importance for the main- 
tenance of general peace, and for the econoinic 
restoration of the world.” 

á GENEVA, Thursday. 
The International Labour Conference has sent 
a telegram to President Harding, on the eve 
of the assembling of the Washington Disarma- 
ment Conference, couched in cordial and sym- 
pathetic terms, conveying the respectful saluta- 
tions of the Conference. 
It emphasises the value which the Labour 
Conference attaches to the noble aspirations of 
President Harding, and ae a warmest 
wishes for the success of the Washington Con- 
ference and the establishment of universal peace 
in the interests of humanity. 
The telegram was signed by Lord Burnham, 
Senhor de. Silva Braga, M. Edstroem and M. 
Jouhaux, Vice-Presidents; and by M. Albert 
Thomas. 


MR. DE VALERA’S MESSAGE, 


The Jrish Bulletin states that Mr. de Valera, 
‘having been requested by the International 
News Service to express his views on the Dis- 
armament Conference, which opens in Washing- 
ton to-day, has sent the following message : 

‘In reply to your telegram, my view 1s that 
without disarmament the burden of taxation 
now pressing so heavily on all peoples, especially 
on the victors of the recent war, cannot be 
lightened. A real League of Nations could 
secure effective disarmament. I believe nothing 
else can. At Paris the foundation of such a 
League was made impossible ‘by the denial of 
the principle of national self-determination by 
the victors in Europe. Humanity has lost, but 
not irreparably. -If the United States desires 
it. can now retrieve all. Once more the whole 
world looks to . America-—-we in Ireland 
especially.”

BOOKING OFFICE CLERK ROBBED 


Two further thefts by armed men occurred in 
Dubhn yesterday.

AUSTRIA’'S NEW. BURDENS. 


ENORMOUS INCREASES: 
VIENNA, Thursday. 

Owing to the deficit in the Budget, it is pro- 
posed to make enormous increases in the postal, 
telegraph and telephone rates, and in the prices 
of tobacco and similar articles, which are the 
subiects of State monopolies. 

All stal rates will be doubled, and foreign 
letters will cost 150 per cent. more. The mini- 
mum charge for inland telegrams will be 100 
crowns, and 10 crowns for every additional 
word. ean 

City telephones with an unlimited number of 
calls will cost 90,000 crowns a year; 12 calls a 
day, 18,600. 

The Government proposes to raise the price 
of tobacco. cigars. and cigarettes to figures vary- 
ing from 160 to 400 per cent, but as the Social 
Democrats are vigorously opposing these in- 
creases, it is possible that a lower scale will be 
adovied. 

(The pre-war exchange value of the crown was 
at the rate of 24. to the £; yesterday it was 
from 11,000 to 12,000.] 


INFANT MORTALITY IN DUBLIN. 


Twenty-seven of the deaths of infants regis- 
tered in Dublin during the week ending Satur- 
day, November 5, were those of children under 
5 years of age, 21 being infants under 1 year. 
of whom 8 were under 1 month old. 

Other particulars given in the Irish Registrar- 
General's return for the riod stated is:— 
The births amounted to 164-96 boys and 68 
girls—and the deaths to 99-41 males and 58 
females. The deaths registered, omitting the 
deaths (numbering 8), of persons admitted 
into public institutions from localities outside 
the area, represent an annual rate of mortality 
of 11.2 per 1,000 of the population. 

Included in the 91 deaths appertaining to the 
area are one from diphtheria and 6 from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 
years. There were 6 deaths from pneumonia, 
comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar-pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia (type 
not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 7 deaths (includ- 
ing 5 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis). Eleven deaths were 
caused by cancer, 6 by organic diseases of the 
heart, and 7 by bronchitis. Three accidental 
deaths were recorded, of which 2 were caused 
by burns or scalds. — 

Among deaths of infants under 1 year old, 5 
were due to convulsions to broncho-pneu-

NOTEWORTHY REVIEW. 
—— 
ECONOMY AND PEACE, 


The following is the text of the King’s 
Speech as read by the Lord Chancellor:— 
My lords and members of the House of 


Commons, 

The session of Parliament which closes to- 
day has been marked by events of great 
importance to the the British 
Empire and to the reace of the world. 

It is not yet possible to say that peace is 
firmly established in Europe, and it must be 
long before the world can recover from the 
strain and sacrifice of the war; but good pro- 
gress has been made towards the solution of 
the most critical problems of home and foreign 
affairs. 

I have welcomed with deep satisfaction the 
Prime Ministers of the Dominions and the 
representatives of India who have been in con-

ference with my advisers here.

questions of great moment to aiscuss in 
common, and grave decisions to make. Their 


presence for that purpose has been invaluable, 
and I trust that it may be found possible to 
arrange regular meetings of a like character 
for the further exchange of views and the dis- 
cussion of common interests. 

Their deliberations on foreign policy dealt, 
in particular, with the problems of the Pecific 
and the Far East, and with the questions arie- 
img out of the Empire’s obligations under the 
Treaty of Versailles and the other treaties of 
peace. I am happy to know that on all these 
issuee my Governments, here and oversea, are 
in close accord. 
The Conference gave serious aitention. to the 
defence of the Empire, and to the maintenance 
of an adequate sea power. It was unanimously 
decided that the naval strength of the Empire 
should be equal to that of any other Power. 


CENTRAL EUROPE. 
VERSAILLES TREATY. 


As a result of the prorosals made by the 
Allied Powers to Germany last May, and 
accepted by her, satisfactory progress hae been 
made by the German (Government in the 
execution of their financial and disarmament 
obligations under the Treaty of Versailles. 

A serious rising of the Poles in Upper Silesia 
led to the British troops, which had been with- 
drawn in. April, being geht back, and after 
aificult and anxious negotiations the insur- 
rection was overcome, and the authority of the 
International Commission was re-established. | 
The insurrection, unfortunately, delayed the 
negotiations for a settlement of the frontier, 
and at a meeting of the Allied and Associated 
Powers, in Paris, in August last, it was decided 
to ingite the League of Nations to examine the 
whole question and to make recommendations 
for a settlement. Those recommendations’ have 
recently been received, and steps are being taken 
to give effect to them. There is reason to hope 
that they will be lovally carried out by the two 
parties principally concerned, and that a peace- 
ful and honourable settlement will resuli, 

Peace has been definitely established between 
the Allied Powers and Hungary. The Treaty 
signed at Trianon on the 4th June, 1920, having 
been ratified by the British Empire, France, 
Italy, Japan, Belgium, Czecho-Siovakia, Serbia, 
Rumania, and Hungary, the ratifications were 
deposited at the French Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs on the 26th July last. 

The efforts made by my Government at the 
Allied Conference in March, and renewed in 
June, to establish peace in the Near East, were, 
in each case, rendered fruitless by the renewed 
outbreak of hostilities between the Greek and 
Turkish forces in Anatolia. It is my earnest 
desire to see these hostilities followed by an 
eariy and just peace, and my Government are 
prepared, in conjunction with their Allies, to 
take the first opportunity of furthering this 
end. 

DISARMAMENT. 
WASHINGTON CONFERENCE, 

I have followed with great satisfaction the 
sieps taken by the President of the United 
States to promote the reduction of expenditure 
on armaments-—-an object whith commands the 
fullest sympathy of my Government. It was in 
tuis spirit that my Government gladly accepted 
the invitation extended by the United States 
Gcvernment to a Conference on Disarmament 
about to be held at Washington. It is my 
earnest hope that the labours of the Conference 
will be crowned with success, 

Negotiations have for some time been in 

rogress, but have not yet reached a conclusion, 

tween my Government and a delegation 
nominated -by His Highness the Sultan of 
Egypt, with a view to determine the future 
a L hin of that country with Great Britain. 

Progress continues to be made in the reduc- 
tion of expenditure, in accordance with the 
policy which has been explained in the House. 

My son, the Prince of Wales, has embarked 
upon his Eastern voyage, and within a few 
days will land for the first time on Indian soil. 
I pray that his visit may still further strengthen 
the ties of affection which for so long have 
linked my house with the Princes and peoples 
of India. Upon the conclusion of his Indian 
tour he will proceed on a visit to the great 
and friendly Empire of Japan.

I thank you for the provision for the public 
service. 

Although trade and commerce have been 
undergoing a period of unexampled depression, 
I learn with satisfaction that it is, nevertheless, 
anticipated that while the éstimated surplus for 
redemption of debt will not be realised, the 
financial year widl end without a deficit on the 
Budget. 

Our debts, however, are great, our taxation 
heavy and burdensome to industry, and revetiue 
cannot be maintained on the scale of the last 
three years. It is accordingly of vital impor.- 
ance to the financial stability of the country 
that expenditure should be still further re 
stricted in every department of life, both public 
and private. ! 

The Government will continue to take advan- 
tage of every possible means to achieve this 
esséntial object in the field of public expendi- 
ture, and I confidently rely upon my people, in 
their own practice, to support the efforts of my 
Ministers.

COMPENSATION FOR STOLEN 
CLOTHES. 


Mr. Noel M. Purcell, of Molesworth street, 
Dublin, was awarded £18 compensation-by the 
Belfast Recorder yesterday for the loss of his 
coat, waistcoat, and a watch from a bedroom 
of the Eglinton and Winton Hotel. 

The plaintiff, who is an [rish international 
football plaver, sued Meade Brown, of the 
.Eglinton and Winton Hotel, for the loss of the 
goods. He said that he was to play in a match 
at Balmoral, Belfast, in March last, and hired 
a bedroom in the defendant's hotel, where he 
changed his clothes, leaving his coat, waistcoat, 
watch, and other things there. 

When he returned, the articles mentioned had 
disappeared. He could not say if a notice say- 
ing that the management would not be respon- 
sible for loss of valuables unless left in the 
office, was in his bedroom or not. 

Evidence was given by Mrs. Brown that plain- 
tiff comptained of his loss on his return from 
the match, and at first she thought that some 
of the other members of thé team had played 
a joke on him. 

The witness could not say if .Mr. Purcell had 
asked for a key for the room. Had he done 
so, he would have obtained one. 

The hotel hall-porter said that he ws on duty 
all the afternoon, an did not observe any 
strangers or suspicious-looking persons roing in 
or out of the hotel. 

Mr. B. J. Fox (instructed by Mr. E. Cooksey), 
for the defendant, submitted that plaintiff had 
been negligent. There was a duty cast on the 
plaintiff to take reasonable care. He also con- 
tended that the claim was excessive. 

Mr. E. J. McKean (instructed by Messrs. J. 
Donnelly and Co.), for the plaintiff, submitted 
that a guest was not bound to lock up his 
room. 


TRAMWAY MEN’S HOURS. 


OBJECTION TO A LONGER WEEK. 


A prolonged meeting of the National Joint 
Industrial Council for the tramways indusiry, 
held yesterday at the Ministry of Labour, dis- 
cussed the position arising from a request of 
the employers for a revision ,of the national 
acreement of March, 1919, guaranteeing to 
the tramway workers of the country a 48-hour 
working week. . ' 

In the end no agreement, according to Mr. 
Beckett, Secretary of the Municipal Tramways 
Association, was reached, and the meeting was 
adiourned at 6 p.m. for the employers to con- 
sult their constituents in municipal and private 
undertakings throughout the country. 

In a manifesto on the subject, the new 
Transport and General Workers’ Union states 
that for passenger-carrying workers to agree to 
a longer working week, and thus send some of 
their own number to augment the great army 
of unemployed, would be a crime, and because 
it would be a crime, no agreement of this 
character would be made by them. They, 
therefore, took the opportunity of warning the 
tramway and omnibus ‘authorities. that at- 
tempts to enforce a longer working week would 
b eresisted by them with all their pewer, and, 
if forced, they would fight to win.

Depressing speeches were made in the 


House of Commons yesterday before Par- 
liament was prorogued. During the con- 
sideration of the Consolidated Fund Bill, 
which received the third reading, members, 
reviewed the Governmest’s measures for 
dealing with unemployment. 


The opinion of Labour members was that 


these measures only touched the fringe of 
the problem, and grave fears were ex- 
‘pressed for the condition of the poor 
during the coming winter. ' 


During the afternoon a body of thirty repre- 


sentatives of London boroughs made persistent 
endeavours to see the Prime Minister with tho 
object of urging upon him a substantiai increase 
in the proposed grant in aid of local rchef works 
in connection with unemployment and the re- 
moval of the provision stipulating that: wages 


must not be paid in excess of 75 per cent, of 
the standard wage, a provision, they contend, 
which is inimical to the working of any suitable 


scheme. 


On being informed at 10 Downing street that 
the Premier was busily engaged at the House 
of Commons, the delegation insisted on a mes- 
sage being sent to him requesting ay interview. 
They were informed that the Premier would 
return later. and would be informed’ of their 
Wishes. 

The delegates, after discussing the advisability 
of proceeding to the House, had another inter- 
view with the Premier's secretary, and were 
eventually told that: Mr. Lloyd George would 
discuss the points raised with the Cabinet at 
night, and would immediately afterwards say 
whether the deputation was necessary or whether 
the representations that had been made would 
be met.

FEARS FOR THE WINTER.

. Hogge expressed the opinion that 
measures should be taken in advance for future 
recurring periods of trade depression, amdj Mr. 
Johnstone, who spoke later, said that he wished 
to see a better system devised for dealing with 
periods of trade depression. Industry ae a whole 
should meet the unemployed by. some such 
means as an extension of the Insurance. Act. 
He also thought that a fund should be built up 
in times of prosperity which would enable 
Labour to tide over periods of depression, and 
thus relieve the workers of the haunting terrors 
of unemployment. 

Mr. Inskip, who viewed the problem from 
another aspect, drew aitention to a consequence 
which, he said, was implicit in the uneniploy- 
ment legisiation adopted by Parliament. i 
new departure had been taken.

having no answer to the demand which might 
some day be made that Labour should be con- 
scripted. He thought that Parliament was 
right in having provided employment in the 
resent crisis, but as a consequence it was no 
bar open to Labour to take up the attitude 
that it was entitled to fix rates of payment by 
means of strikes or similar movements. Labour 
having adopted the policy of demanding eitber 
work or maintenance, it did not lie in the 
mouths of its leaders any longer to claim the 
right to fix wage rates. He appealed for a 
more conciliatory attitude on the part of 
Labour in future. 


MUTUAL CQNCILIATION. 


Mr. A. Williams thought there should also be 
more conciliatory action on the part of the 
great employers of labour as. well as among 
workmen. (Hear, hear.) It-was only by 
mutually conciliatory action that we could hepe 
for future prosperity. ; 

Mr. Lyle Samuel dgreed that the legislatmn 
that had been ssed marked a new depar- 
ture in the pohcy of the State. He- was 
afraid that we were in for an appalling 
winter. The Government's legislation, how- 
ever, had not really touched the unemployed 
problem. : i 

Mr. G. Barnes said that he considered tnat 
the bills which had been passed marked a very 
considerable advance in providing for unem- 
ployment, though he wished in some respects 
that they had gone further. The problem had 
been discussed with more sympathy and know- 
ledge than in any previous Parliament. Un. 
employment was inevitable under any economic 
system, and should be provided for in advance. 
He looked forward to the time when workmen 
and employers would regard themselves as ser- 
vants of the community, and would run their 
industry in such a way as to peas to the

DUTY OF THE CHURCHES. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas expressed the belief that 
all parties were genuinely anxious to find a 
remedy for unemployment The sooner the 
Government and the country face! the fact 
that the present was not a national, but & 
world-wide problem the sooser would they get 
at close grips with the situation. It was an 
economical and industrial problem which could 
not be disociated from their foreign policy. 
He hoped that the Minister of Labour would 
aiminster the Act in as human a way as 
possible, ant that the churches and chapels 
and other institutions all over the country 
would view the matter in that spirit, and do 
their best to Lelp the distressed. 

NO TIME TO BE LOST. 
AID FOR WIVES AND CHILDREN, 
Dr. Macnarmara said that there were at the 
end of June last 2,170,000 persons registered as 
the Labour Exchanges as wholly unemployed, 
and over another million as Leing on short time. 
At the beginning of this month there were 
1,720,907 registered as wholly unemployed, and 
@ quarter of a million on short time. He men- 
tioned that all possible measures were bein 
taken to reduce as much as possible the nod 
ship of those having to pass through the sy- 
changes, especially now that the severe weather 
had set in. No time, he said, would be lost in 
pressing forward with the scheme 'of unemplov- 
ment relief recently passed. So far the number 
of schemes received was necessarily small, but 
in many directions there was evidence that the 
municipal authorities, although heavily em- 
barrasse} with their own commitments, were 
coming forward with propesals to mect the 
winter's necessities. | 

The first tatention of the Government’s pro- 
posals was to assist in reviving industry on an 
economic basis. Last week the export credit 
schemes sanctioned represented a sum of 
£3,400,000, as against £1,860,000 in the previous 
week, while inquiries were being made ona 
much larger scale last week. The mittee 
would meet to consider schemes under the 25 
millidn pounds capital guarantee. As regards 
relief work, there were 90,000 men at work now, 
completing schemes. put in hand. a year ago, As 
te the new schemes now being undertaken, he 
was informed that hundreds of proposals had 
been submitted on behalf of over 200 local 
authorities, and proposals were continuing to 
come In. ese schemes represented an outlay 
of not lees than six million pounds.

Some thirty schemes of ‘land 
drainage and improvement had been submitted 
to the Minister of Agriculture, and other 
schemes from drainage boards were coming in 
well, while the Minister of Transport had several 
light railway mes now under consideration.
